CASE ECHOES A GREAT DEBATE 


After the war, from his new position at the Institute for Advanced Study 
at Princeton, Oppenheimer continued to advise the government on 
atomic affairs as a member, then as head of the AEC’s General Advisory 
Committee. In 1949, after the Russians’ first A-bomb test, he became 
involved in a great debate: Should the U.S. make a hydrogen bomb? 

‘The proponents, among whom was Admiral Lewis Strauss, now chair- 
man of the AEC (below), argued that the U.S, had to have an H-bomb to 
regain its weapons lead, Opponents pointed out that H-bomb success 
was problematical, that the project would draw needed personnel and ma- 
terials from tactical A-bomb development. There were other military, 
moral and political objections. Oppenheimer and the other members of 
the General Advisory Committee opposed the project as impractical. But 
in January 1950 President Truman decided for it. In the charges against 
him, Oppenheimer was accused of hampering the project before and 
after the Truman decision. He said he had opposed it initially, but not 
after “brilliant inventions” had changed the program radically and made 
it far more successful than could have been foreseen. 

As the board weighed the evidence, Defense Secretary Charles Wilson 
said he doubted that Oppenheimer could again be used in government 
service. But Vice President Nixon expressed his belief in Oppenheimer’s 
loyalty and his future use. Whatever the truth of the charges and what- 
ever the outcome of the inquiry the situation which involved one of the 
nation’s most brilliant scientific minds was in itself a national tragedy.

EDITORIAL 


THE EUROPEAN BOOM 
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IT 1S UNDER ITS OWN STEAM, BUT IT STILL NEEDS REFORM AND U.S. LEADERSHIP 


‘There is one odd feature of the U.S. recession: it is just about 
the only recession in the whole free world. With our enor- 
mously higher standard of living, Americans have no reason 
to envy anybody else’s economy, not even Western Europe's. 
The fact remains that 1953 was the best year in Western 
Europe's history as well as in our own, and that while our 
basic business indexes have been wobbling downward, theirs 
have continued to point up. 

For example, the British Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
just presented his budget for the coming year and has had 
to take the sound but unexciting position that he doesn’t 
want to change a thing. All the signs, said Mr. Butler, are 
pointing in the right direction. British production is at record 
levels, and there was also another very healthy addition to 
the gold and dollar reserves in March. The dollar shortage is 
virtually a thing of the past. Unlike our 1949 recession, 
which struck the British economy all of a heap, our cur- 
rent recession has made scarcely a dent in Britain’s eco- 
nomic progress. 

In Western Germany the miraculous Erhard boom also 
continues without interruption. Its 1954 production is run- 
ning 4% or 5% ahead of 1953. Nor are the leaders of Ger- 
many letting well enough alone. To stimulate capital mar- 
kets, they have just put in a striking tax reduction, which 
brings Germany’s corporate income tax well below the U.S. 
level. Chancellor Adenauer and Economics Minister Erhard 
have just made highly successful goodwill tours abroad to 
insure that Germany's export boom continues to cau 
trouble to her competitors, including the U.S. During Er- 
hard’s visit to Peru, an American exporter complained, 
“Peru is fast becoming a buyers’ market for us Americans.” 
But a Peruvian businessman rejoiced, “Qué diferencia! He 
[Erhard] does not talk to us as if we were beggars looking 
for handouts.” 

‘The Swiss are in their ninth year of continuous boom. The 
Dutch are prospering. Even Austria and Greece have con- 


© 


quered inflation and overcome their dollar shortage; Aus- 
tria’s recovery, stimulated by massive tax reductions, is in 
its somewhat desperate context even more spectacular than 


Western Germany’s. Italian industry has had a hypodermic 
in the form of Po Valley natural gas discoveries, while south- 
ern Italy shows the first signs of new economic ferment since 
the llth Century. France, to be sure, is still the Long Island 
Rail Road of the European economy; it gives satisfaction to 
nobody and requires continued subsidy, but nevertheless it 
runs. Western Europe as a whole, including Britain, pro- 
duced an all-time record of 75 million tons of steel last year 
and is producing at a slightly higher rate today. Its dollar ex- 
ports are up 25% and it is much closer to feeding itself, 
with a good crop year behind and another ahead. 


Same old handicaps 


Yet this is only half the story. For Europe is still operating 
under self-imposed handicaps which seem crazy to an Amer- 
ican and which have kept it from producing anything like 
the wealth and incomes it could. Disunity, monopoly and 
timidity are still the prevailing market norms. The key ques- 
tion about Europe therefore is still whether it can reform its 
obsolete institutional framework. The news is that many 
Europeans are trying to—and may succeed. 

In Italy, for example, the economic strait jacket designed 
by Mussolini still loads payrolls with unnecessary and under- 
paid workers, while government or private monopolies con- 
trol everything from matches to bananas. But an increasing 


number of Italians are getting hep to what’s wrong and are 
trying to do something about it. They were given new heart 
and direction by a recent speech of Don Luigi Sturzo, the 
founder of the Christian Democratic party, who launched 
a basic attack on the whole philosophy of statism and called 
for new freedom, new private responsibility, new incentives, 
a new acceptance of risk. This speech, said Rome's Il Tempo, 
is destined to become one of the most important and pre- 
cious pages in the annals of the Italian parliament.” Mayhe 
it will; if it doesn’t, as Don Luigi himself warned, “the time 
will come when we will all be civil servants ... a host of 
irresponsible people.” 

The French are hampered by an overvalued currency, the 
atrophy of competition and chronic political ailments. Even 
so, the government has managed to adopt a tax scheme to 
stimulate oil wildcatting and research somewhat resembling 
he U.S.’s depletion allowance which has made so many 
ionaires. There is oil in Alsace, near the Pyrenees, 
and in North Africa, where new drilling is taking place. Ger- 
many too has discovered the virtues of wildcatting and has 
quadrupled its domestic oil production since 1947, From the 
Sahara Desert to the Scotch highlands there is fresh explo- 
ration of ores and minerals; the industrial expansion of Scot-

land is partly based on newly discovered insulating and build- 
ing materials and diatomite, a widely useful organic sludge. 
‘The Scottish boom, incidentally, has begun to reverse the 


flow of emigration for the first time in 300 years, 
Wanted: a U.S. lead 


‘The European boom is uneven and precarious. It is part- 
ly based on the pure luck of the terms of trade. It could 
not survive a serious U.S. slump. The accompanying signs 
of economic reform are as spotty as a field of crocuses. Never- 
theless, two thorough economic reports—that of OEEC and 
of ECE—agree that further expansion is perfectly possible, 
and without resort to inflation. It all depends on policies, 
both in Europe and in the U.S. 

The British budget, for instance, contains a new kind of 
tax incentive for new investment—not much, but another 
step in the right direction. The Tories, having decontrolled 
the home market, are also trying to free the pound abroad; 
they have reopened the old London gold market after 15 
years and have made it easier for foreigners (though not yet 
for Englishmen) to convert pounds into dollars. The Dutch 
have liberalized their capital market. Jean Monnet, president 
of “Schumania™ (the six-nation coal and steel market) was 
Washington last week seeking a loan for modernization 
and moral support in his fight for free markets and European 
unity. Erhard continues to preach economic freedom wher- 
ever he goes: “Europe must have a free economy if Europe 
is to be born at all.” 

All these signs and slogans of freedom and reform ought 
to be more than welcome in the U.S. They may well come 
to nought, and Western Europe may relapse into stagna- 
tion, if the U.S. refuses the economic leadership which Eu- 
rope needs, to give its scattered efforts coherence and confi- 
dence and to rally the many latent friends of free enterprise 
in every country. Meanwhile let us stop thinking of Europe 
as a hopeless case. Far from it! It is showing not only a re- 
markable economic resilience, but even some ability to diag- 
nose and correct its own faults. If we could help Europe 
complete a new framework of economic freedom, we would 
have a mighty partner in the long task of spreading the secret 
of wealth to the rest of the world.

Freedom for boy hostages 


The two Georgescu boys, 15-year-old Peter and 
19-year-old Constantin, who were used as h 
tages in a Romanian attempt to blackmail their 
naturalized American father into spying on the 
U.S., arrived in New York, seven years after 
their parents came to this country. The father, 
leriu C. Georgescu, former Standard Oil 
ecutive in his native Romania, had been shown 
pictures of his sons in May 1953 with the no- 
tation, “Dear Daddy, please do all you can to 
help us,” and was told he could see his sons 
within a year if he “collaborated.”

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PRISONERS OF GREEN ISLAND HOLD DISCUSSION UNDER SIGNS CITING ANCIENT CHINESE VIRTUES 


How Nationalist ‘reform center’ applies special rewashing techniques to brain-washed ‘subversives’ 


hy JOHN OSBORNE 


HAVE been to Green Island and have met Mr. Chang and Colonel 
Liu and No. 55 and the homesick cook from Shantung and the 
dancing girls with the crosses of Christ on their chests. They are 
among the prisoners held by the Nationalist government at its princi- 
pal “Reform and Instruction Center,” or concentration camp, for 
eople who are presumed to be Communists and Communist dupes. 
Ko other reporter has been allowed at the camp. 

Green Island is less than 10 square miles in area, a wind-whipped 
dab of rock and hills 18 miles off the southeastern coast of Taiwan 
(Formosa). It has been isolated and hidden, known by few but the 
Nationalist political officers who run it, the few soldiers who guard 
it, a handful of poor farmers and fishermen who live on it and 3.678 
prisoners who have been sent to the camp to be purged of “Commu- 
nist thoughts” and imbued, in official words, with “new birth, new 
spirit, new life and new action.” 

On Green Island the problem of Communism and dish 
being tackled as it has never been elsewhere. The Nationali: 
cers in charge of the camp display more intelligence, more under- 
standing of their jobs and more compassion than I ever found at 
the American camps for war prisoners in Korea. At our Korean 
camps for hostile Communists, the only mission of Americans in 
charge was to keep the captives quiet. No one sought to know them 


or to win them. They were regarded simply as murderous nuisances. 

The keepers of Green Island, of course, have the immense advan- 
tage of being at one with their prisoners in race and language. But 
they have a far greater advantage in the nature of the mission as- 
signed to them. That is, to live with their charges, learn to know 
them, to probe and fill their hearts and minds, to win them wholly 
for Free China. There is a sense of dedicated purpose on Green Is- 
land that makes the atmosphere there as different from the deathly 
repression of the comparable Korean camps as day is from night. 

Yet Green Island depressed and saddened me. The unhappy fact 
is that, by American standards, too many of Green Island’s inmates 
ought not to be there. Only entrenched and unbridled suspicion car- 
tied to the point of tyranny by the Taipei government can account 
for the presence of some of them. 

The Green Island system of close personal care and indoctrina- 
tion practiced with a universal and underlying kindness is all to the 
credit of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s government. But a won- 
derful system is not quite enough. It only points up the injustice 
and the arbitrary cruelty. of email and fearful minds which have had 
a tragic part in peopling Green Island. 

So it seemed to me. Pisnst in honesty report that it did not seem 
that way to some of those who aroused my sympathy: Mr. Chang 
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and Colonel Liu and No. 55 and the Shantung cook and the dancing 
girls. They were among the 1.447 inmates held at the camp the week 
I was there. I must understand, the more thoughtful of them said, 
that the Nationalist government is in great peril from enemies with- 
in and without. The government could take no risks; it must have had 
_good reasons to send them to Green Island even if the reasons were 
not apparent to the victims themselves. 

They had of course been taught to say this, but it seemed to me 
that they really believed it. They represented the three classes of 
prisoners or “trainees” confined on Green Island. The cook from 
Shantung is in Class A, made up of 342 soldiers and hangers-on of 
the Chinese Communist army who were captured in Nationalist raids 
on islands near the mainland. Colonel Liu, late of the Nationalist 
army, is a “security suspect,” not accused of any specific offense but 
judged to need indoctrination (Class B). Mr. Chang is a “rebellious 
criminal” convicted of active disloyalty but thought to be amenable 
to reform and therefore allowed to live (Class C). No. 55, also a 
“rebellious criminal,” is one of 
43 Class B and Class C women 
and girls from Taiwan who are 
at the camp for anywhere from 3 
to 15 years of “the new life.” 
They are women without names; 
in deference to privacy, they are 
known only by numbers. 

The trainees of all classes are 
treated alike. Divided into squad- 
rons of 144, the men live, eat, 
sleep, study, play in the constant 
company of Nationalist army of- 
ficers who haye been specially 
schooled as political instructors. 
Four young Chinese “Waes” live 
with ‘the separate squadron of 
women and girls, who are other- 
wise instructed and supervised 
by male officers. 

The rule of Green Island is 
that every man is as free as any 
other man. The 15 to 17 instrue- 
tors and leaders assigned to each 
squadron live in the traine 
huts, though in separate cubicles, eat their food, attend and teach 
their classes. This communion is at opjosite from the 
life and language which divided prisoners and cators in Korea, Cor- 
poral punishment is strictly forbidden. ‘Trainees and uards who 
violate rules are confined in the same zuardhous 
nates” who st the reform” may be housed alone for a while 
individually indoctrinated by instructors but never for longer than 
three hours a day. Unruly Nationalist soldiers and alficers of the camp 
garrison may be put on short rations; trainees. never. So said Colo- 
nel Tan ‘Tong-ming. who was in charge while | was there. \fter inter- 
viewing Colonel Tan's trainees for two days [ came to believe him. 

At first I did not. I naturally suspected that prisoners whose hopes 
of leaving Green Island might turn on a misspoken word would tell 
me only what they thought Colonel Tan and thei officers 
wanted me to hear. But, as one interview followe: 
my mind, It was quite evident that, perhaps with two excep- 
tions, the prisoners looked upon their keepers more as friendly coun- 
selors than as men to be feared. 

Private Chu (his real name is a little different) was introduced as a 
superior Class A man, better educated than most of the peasant sol- 
diers who are taken in island raids. He was a short. sturdy fellow of 27, 
a native of coastal Fukien Province. After graduation from primary 
school he worked as a government clerk before he joined the Commu- 
nist army in 1949. He had a hard face, a hard and exaet voice which 
seemed to bark at the interpreter as he told how he was captured on 
Feb. 18, 1951. Now, after an unusually long stay at Green Island— 
most Class A’s either “receive the reform” or reject it and are sent 
away after 6 to 18 months—he wanted to join the Nationalist army 
as 338 others have done before him. 

Why? Why not return to the mainland, as the larger proportion— 
877 to date—have surprisingly chosen or heen required to « 

Private Chu’s rapid bark grew louder and more intense as he said, 
“Because I know that if I go back I will be killed. So [ would rather be 
in the Nationalist army. If I have to die, I want to die in that army.” 

Why did he think so many others had chosen to go ba 

“Only to be with their families.” he said. “Me, I 'know there is no 
possibility for youth in Communist China.”

sent many Class A’s back to the mainland—knowing they probably 
would be caught and killed—either to serve as converted agents or, if 
they had “ “refused the reform,” to let the ever-suspicious Commu- 
nists have the pleasure of killing them. Did Private Chu think the 
officers encouraged many to go back for some such reasons? He shook 
his head and growled, “ "Perhaps they think they can leave earlier if 
they choose to go back. But it is only to be sooner with their fami 

‘Then I asked Private Chu about one of the most striking aspects of 
Green Island. The Communists, who elsewhere never give up and 
never stop fighting, seemed to give up at this camp. Although they are 
mixed with anti-Communists and treated exactly like those who have 
received the reform, they never try to take over their squadrons. They 
just lie low. Why, I asked Private Chu, were they so passive 

Well, he Pasiieey there are yery few “convinced Communists” 
among the Class A prisoners on Green Island. The officers and cadre 
leaders fight to the death or kill themselves rather than be captured. 
Most of the few who are taken alive change their minds after a few 
months. Those who don’t change 
stay to themselves, do not talk 
much to the others. 

But why? 

He glanced at Colonel Tan, who 
was listening, and said, “Well, I 
will tell you something. These 
‘obstinates.’ they tell us that 
they want to go back so they can 
have our families liquidated. That 
is why some of them go back.” 

So, | remarked, they did talk 
like Communists thin their 
squadron. Why was there so lit- 
tle trouble 

Again Private Chu glanced at 
Colonel Tan and said, “Perhaps it 
is because they think they will be 
reported. Our officers [meaning 
the political instructors and the 
squadron leaders} are always with 
us. There is no chance to fight.” 

How many such “obstinates” 
did he know of in his squadron? 
He growled one word: “Four.” 
nt Wu (as T was asked to call him to protect his family) had 
a soft voice and two gold teeth. Also of Fukien, he was 31, and he had 
been a local land-relorm inspector for the Communists before they 
put him in the army “because I was an intellectual.” So then, I ob- 
served, he must have been an active and trusted Communist 

He clutched the knees of his thin and faded blue cotton trousers, 
as if alarmed, and answered, “Oh, no. | always thought the Commu- 
nists were no ;ood. ‘They killed the landlords. ‘They gave land to the 
tenants, certainly, but then what did they do? They took the crops 
and the food away. The peasants are worse off than ever.” 

Sergeant Wu wants to be a mechanic in “the anti-Communist 
army.” Why? He too thought he would be caught and killed or, at 
best, put in a Communist concentration eamp if he returned. 

When asked Sergeant Wu what would happen if the Nationalists 
landed on the Fukien coast, his thin face lit up and he spoke in an 
urgent staccato: “They would be welcomed. . . . The people would rise 
ainst the Commun They have had enough of Communism.” 
Do the people of Fukien expect the Nationalists to come? 
hey hope the anti-Communists will come to save them.”

Why did so many others return? He snapped off his answers like a 
schoolteacher: “First. they want to join their families, Second, I do 
not think they found out what Communism is. Third, I believe that 
a few of them continue to be good Communists and want to go back 
for that reason.

“Not well,” said Chung. “It is a hot thing. They are hostile. B 
they do not dare to argue. They are too few, we are too many 

At this remark I asked Colonel Chow Wan Ping, the camp 
chief political officer, whether some of the apparently reformed 
returnees were covering up in order to go home. 

Yes, said Colonel Chow, a few, a very few, probably concealed 
their real thoughts. Most of them “ “changed their minds” after 
three or six, or at most nine months of “the new | 

But it was evident, I pointed out, that some did ni 

“T will tell you,” Colonel Chow finally said, “it is like this. 
These few obstinates, they want to return. We do not want them 
here, What would we do with them? So we send them back with 
the others who have received the reform, But only if they choose 
to go back, We never send them against their will. 

When I asked to meet one who did wish to go back, they ush- 
ered in the cook from Shantung, a short, wiry man of 36. We will 
call him Chen. He had been drafted as an army cook, he said, when 
his whole village was “mobilized” in 1948. But I must understand, 
he said, that he had never been a real soldier, only a cook. Why 
did he want to go back to the mainland? 

He had a shrill voice and it all but cracked as he answered, “I 
tell you, I cannot get used to this camp life. I want to go home. I 
want to find a little land, to make a farm. I know nothing of fight- 
ing—what would I do in the anti-Communist army? I cannot 
shoot a rifle. It is nonsense! I want to go home. Also” —and he 
put a lean hand on his chest—"'I think that I am sick in here.” 

Did he think the Communists would let him come home in 
Wasn't he afraid of being picked up? 

To hell with the Communists!” he yelled. “Damn them! Damn 
their mothers! I do not care what they think. I tell them the truth, 
where I have been, that this government has been good to me.” 

Trembling with excitement, Chen shook a cigaret from a pack 
in his hand. ising one of mine, and lit up furiously. 

Tdon’t care, I tell you. I want to go home and be a good farmer, 
a good jan. I am tired of the army. To hell with i 

the young Chinese public-relations officer who had accompa- 
nied me to the island intervened. Surely, he said to Chen, it would 
be better to go to Taiwan and get a job. Did he know the govern- 
ment would help him do that? 

“To hell with that!” said Chen. “What would I do on Taiwan? 
I do not know the people, the dialect. I can only sign my name, I 
cannot read, I cannot learn new things. No. I am going hom 

When he had stomped out of the room, still puffing and shrill- 
ing, I asked Colonel Tan what he thought would happen to Chen 
on the mainland. Colonel Tan smiled sadly and said, “I think he 
is a dead man. They will catch him, they will kill him. 

How would he get there? Like all the others, said Colonel Tan: 
they are taken to Nationalist islands close by the mainland coast 
and allowed to find their way over by junk. “It is easy, until they 
get there.” What then? Well, said Colonel Tan, every man in one 
group sent back some time ago had (so the Nationalists heard from 
their guerrillas) been caught and shot. Some of other groups had 
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survived, but not many, and most of those who did were put in 
concentration camps or isolated in “safe” units of the Communist 
army. The trainees were beginning to understand this and fewer 
were electing repatriation. 

Set. Chiang Ju Chu (his true name) is a Class B “security sus- 
pect.” A Christian, the son of a prosperous Christian farmer, he 
had studied economics at the Episcopalians’ famous St. John’s 
Univer: shanghai and could speak some English. He had 
come to Taiwan with the exiled Nationalist army in 1949 and was 
in the garrison regiment at the capital when he was arrested. 

Why had he been suspected? Well, said Sergeant Chiang, he had 
quarreled with his battalion political officer, who did not like him.

B suspect, is a rugged, broad- 
faced man of 41, a native of Manchuria, who joined the National- 
ist army in 1930 and rose from the ranks to be deputy chief of 
staff of the 55th army. He was captured by the Communists at 
Amoy in 1949, escaped, and after eight months on the conquered 
mainland made his way to Taiwan through Hong Kong. Out of the 
service, broke and anxious to do something, he wrote to the gen- 
eralissimo’ s son, Lieut. General Chiang Ching-kuo, who he: ade the 
intricate security system of which the camp is a part, that he was 
willing to accept any sort of training and any post in “the fight 
against the Communists.” He added that he had spent eight months 
in Communist territory after his capture and escape, and felt that 
he knew something about the Communists. Soon afterward he was 
arrested (“I think it was because I had been with the Communists 
for eight months”) and sent to the island for “new indoctrination.” 

Did he feel that he had been treated fairly? 

Colonel Liu seemed to be genuinely puzzled by the question. "I 
am very glad to be here,” he said. "I am glad to have this chance to 
learn something. I am glad to accept this chance of reformation.” 

But he had been a full colonel who had fought the Japanese and 

Communists for nearly 20 years. Did he need reform? 
Il those years in the army,” Colonel Liu replied, “I had no 
chance to learn anything. I was always fighting. Now I learn some- 
thing new all the time. There is always new knowledge. Nobody 
can learn enough.” 

After 30 months on Green Island was he ready to leave? 

Colonel Liu smiled and shrugged and quietly said, “Of course 
I would like to join the army again or do any kind of work that is 
good for my country. 

One in three of the 378 Class B suspects and more than three 
fourths of ss C “rebellious criminals” on Green Island are 
not mainlanders but natives of Taiwan. I was anxious to meet some 
of them because so much has been rumored and so little known 
about the Nationalists’ treatment of dissident Taiwanese. 

Chung Lien Sun, a “rebellious criminal” of 41, is a sturdy man 
with a round face, a wide smile and a dark fuzz on his chin. Like 
many other Taiwanese on Green Island, he is a Christian. The 
Japanese held Formosa when he was growing up, and they let him 
attend a medical school in Tokyo. There he was drafted into the 
Kwantung army in Manchuria and eventually became a cavalry 
captain—the only Taiwanese, so far as he knows, ever given a 
Japanese commission. He served in Manchuria throughout World 
War II and returned to Taiwan in November 1948. He soon took

“T knew nothing of Free China,” said Mr. Chung, “so I agreed 
with independence.

Liao wrote letters to General MacArthur and President Truman 
begging them to save Taiwan—from the Chinese Communists, not 
the Nationalists, Mr, Chung added with care. “I know now that 
this was wrong,” he said. 

The Nationalist police caught up with Liao in 1949, but he es- 
caped. Convicted in May 1949 and sentenced to seven years’ im- 

risonment, Mr, Chung was transferred from a Taipei jail to Green 
sland in 1951 and has a little over two years to go, Now that he 
has “received the reform’ he hopes to be released sooner, but his

‘This lady has no name’ 


HEN No, 55 walked slowly into the room set aside for inter- 

views, the interpreter said, “Remember now, this lady has no 
name.” I had noticed her in the women’s compound, standing 
apart from the others, older than her sisters in trouble, smiling 
gently at me as I passed. Perhaps it was the smile that had led me 
to ask how she came there and that she be brought to see me. 

No. 55, her husband and their only son had been arrested, tri 
and convicted of rebellion in December 1951. Her husband, an 
dependence leader, was shot. The son had been at Green Island a 
while but went back to jail on Taiwan when he “refused to receive 
the reform.” No. 55, with a 12-year sentence, probably will have 
to stay on Green Island until 1963. 

She said she was 56, but she looked older. Her hair was gray, her 
face was lined and lean. A soiled bandage was on her left wrist: 
varicose veins, she said. Suddenly she raised her hands to her face 
and spoke through bony fingers, in a voice so low we could hardly 
hear. ‘She says she is embarrassed,” my interpreter said after a 
moment. “She has been a Christian since she was 20 years old and 
she is ashamed to be found here.” 

Isaid that she could go back to the compound, but she began to 
protest before the interpreter had finished translating. 

“She says you misunderstood, it does not matter,” the inter- 
preter said. She says she is glad to answer your questions. 

No. 55 then said that she did no work, attended no classes, spent 
most of her time in her squadron hut. “She is very kind,” she said, 
nodding at a young Chinese Wac who had come with her. “All 
here are very kind. I do not have to do anything.” 

Why then, I forced myself to ask, was she here? Had ee really 
been “in rebellion,” or was it only that her husband . . .? 

No. 55 wept. 

“Every morning,” she said, holding her hands toward me in a 
tight gray clasp, “I pray to God. I ask God to forgive this mistake. 
Task Him to forgive us all.”

Man First Appears 
before the Camera’s Eye 


PICTURES OF PHOTOGRAPHY’S EARLY DAYS RECORD I 


One day in 1839 an anonymous stroller stopped on a Paris street corner 
to have his boots brushed and thereby became the first known person to 
ever appear in a photograp!. The original picture (below) was taken by 
Louis Jacques Mande Daguerre probably from his artist’s studio. The en- 
largement on the opposite page gives a closer look at him. Though it 
seems as though the rest of Paris is asleep in this scene, there are people 
walking on the sidewalk and carriages are rolling along the boulevard in 
the late winter sunshine, Daguerre’s process required such a long expo- 
sure—from 5 to 40 minutes depending upon the weather—that all mov- 
ing objects were lost from his picture. 

Blurred and defective as it is, this first photograph of a human being 
marks a turning point for man. Ever since he could scratch pictures on 
walls of caves, man has been making images of himself; it is one of the 
basic drives of his imagination, closely linked to his longing for immor- 
tality. Photography is a combination of physics and chemistry which cre- 
ates such images with precision. In a little over a century it has enlarged 
man’s knowledge beyond measure; it has also given him a vital means of 
artistic expression and an always delightful toy. 

The man who made the camera a universal means of expression and

version was George Eastman, the inventor of the Kodak, whose story 
is told on pages 154 through 168 of this issue, The development of pho- 
tography which preceded his invention is traced on these and the follow- 
ing pages, with historic photographs from the Eastman House Collection 
at Rochester, N.Y. The pictures are all printed with no attempt to touch 
out original scratches or notations or marks of age. 

Photography began, for practical purposes, with Daguerre, who by 1837 
had perfected a method developed a little earlier by Nicéphore Niepce. 
Daguerre took a small sheet of copper plated with silver and exposed it to 
iodine vapor until a thin coating of silver iodide was formed, He then put 
the sensitized plate in a small camera obscura, a device which artists 
had used for centuries, Light entering the camera through a lens changed 
the chemical nature of the silver iodide and produced a picture, but 
this was not visible when the plate was taken from the camera. Daguerre’s 
basic discovery was that the latent image could be brought out and pre- 
served by further processing. He exposed his plate to heated mercury 
and bathed it in a fixing solution, sodium thiosulphate, commonly called 
“hypo” which is still used today. The result was a brilliant mirrorlike 
picture that astounded beholders by its perfect reproduction of details.

THE CAMERA COMMENCES 
TO CAPTURE MOTION 


From Daguerre to the wet plate the exposure time of any photograph was 
measured in minutes and seconds. Then, in the 1870s, a new process cut 
the time to mere fractions of a second. An English amateur, Richard 
Leach Maddox, coated glass with a gelatin emulsion in which sensitive 
silver salts were suspended. Another Englishman, Charles Bennett, 
learned to “ripen” the emulsion by exposing it to high temperatures. 
With this plate Bennett made photographs at 1/25 of a second which 
amazed the photographic world. The gelatin plates were dry and could be 
shipped and handled without the mess and fuss of the wet plate. Photog- 
longer had to take their darkrooms with them; also, the dry- 
plate’s speed did away with the tripod, so cameras could be held by hand. 
The dry plate’s most spectacular early use was by Eadweard Muybridge 
in compiling a pictorial dictionary of humans and animals in motion 
(see panel above). Muybridge also constructed a motion-picture machine 
which he called the zoopraxiscope. This was a projection lantern contain- 
ing up to 200 photographs on a rotating glass wheel. As the wheel turn 
the pictures were thrown on a screen and gave the illusion of motion. 
But the man who saw the real significance of the dry plate was George

The Prodigious Life 
of George Eastman 


THE KODAK BROUGHT HIM A FORTUNE AND PHOTOGRAPHY TO MILLIONS

EXT July 12th will be the 100th birthday of George Eastman, 
who invented the Kodak and set the world to snapping pictures. 
Eastman was one of the great American innovators: his life 
spanned nearly the whole era of Edison, Bell, the Wright brothers 
and Ford, His contribution to progress was the partectioa of photog- 
raphy to the point where millions of people could practice it, thus 
providing a base for the revolutions it has wrought in astronomy, 
medicine, journalism, education, war, entertainment and almost every 
cee of human activity during the present picture age. 
castman was also one of the great business builders; he was pio- 
neering in mass production while Henry Ford was still learning to be 
a machinist. Eastman was 24 when, in 1879, he invented his first 
photographic device. From that time on he set himself a goal: to be- 
come the head of the biggest photographic business in the world. Just 
how he acquired this captain of industry approach so early is a puzzle 
that would take a volume to explore; the fact is, he had it, He proceed- 
ed at once to realize his ambition and did so ina relatively short time. 
By 1903 the Eastman Kodak Company had outstripped all competition 
and was earning a profit of almost $3 million a year. In 1925, when 
Eastman stepped out of the presidency, its profits were $18.5 million. 
Last year it sold $633 million worth of products and services, em- 
ployed 74,200 people, and made a net profit of $50 million after paying 
$87.5 million in taxes. 

After his success made him rich, Eastman’s life combined magnif- 
icence and asceticism to a remarkable degree. He was always a kind of 
lone wolf among the tycoons of his time. He shunned public ban- 
quets and speeches, declined honorary degrees and refused to bore the 
younger generation with platitudes. “What makes me mad,” he once 
wrote, “is that people think I like to work. I don’t think I have ever 
taken any pains to conceal my dislike for it. I like to watch other 
people work.” He never doubted he would make a big fortune. If 
the Kodak had not done it he would have tried something else. 


IN RARE LANGUID MOOD Eastman at 54 stretches out on couch in billiard 
room of his mansion, A man of endless energy, he was almost always on the move. 
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Eastman enjoyed making money; but his real compulsion was to 
put money to work. As soon as he had his first million dollars he began 
to give it away in large chunks. During his life he distributed $80 
nillion and his will added public bequests of $20 million more. If he 
had held on to his capital and invested it for personal gain, he might 
well have died worth $200 or $300 million. 

He never married and, as far as anyone knows, he never seriously 
intended to marry, though he had close friendships with women all 
his life. His emotional life centered around his mother, who lived with 
him and supervised his domestic arrangements until he was over 50. 
(She was still knitting his socks when Eastman’s income was around 
$100,000 a year.) By the time she died he was firmly wedded to a 
millionaire bachelor’s existence. 

Eastman committed suicide in 1932, for reasons which have never 
before been fully disclosed in print. Since then the story of his life 
has been buried in two great collections of papers in Rochester, N.Y. 
Hundreds of his personal letters, diaries, account books and other 
records are preserved at his former home, which is now a museum of 
photography under the name of George Eastman House. His busine 
comreepondence; numbering more than 200,000 letters and cove 
ing a full half century, has been kept intact by the Eastman Kodak 
Company. These documents have now been made available to Lir 
It is the first time that this has been done without restrictions. 

The man they reveal was more complex than many of his friends 
ever knew. Eastman had a thirst for color and adventure which could 
not be quenched with dollars. In the 1890s, when his company was 
growing by leaps and bounds and an ordinary manager would have 
stayed at home to fret about his problems, Eastman often went off to 
refresh himself with informal jaunts around Europe. He bicycled 
about the Continent, roamed from Nizhni Novgorod to Madri 
munched black bread in peasants’ huts, pointed his Kodak at Czar 
Nicholas II (and failed to get a picture), attended the famous opera 
houses and explored the leading art galleries. He was entertairied by 
English gentry and Belgian cartel masters and gave lavish parties at 
the best restaurants in London. 

These experiences gave him a taste for certain luxuries which he 
was soon able to gratify. Even while he was still pinched for cash he 
bartered 60 shares of Kodak stock for a prizewinning painting he 
wanted to own. (The painting was priced at $3,000; the 60 shares 
would have brought $33,000 ten years later.) Eastman went on to 
acquire a gallery of paintings by Rembrandt, Van Dyck, Tintoretto 
and others, which he hung about the walls of his marble-floored man- 
sion in Rochester. In the center of his house he installed a pipe organ 
and an organist who played while Eastman ate his breakfast. Two 
nights each week string quartet came in to give recitals. To his favor- 
ites among the ladies Eastman sent orchids from his own greenhouses. 

On the third floor he kept his playthings. There was a room filled 
with fishing rods and guns, mounted heads of Rocky Mountain goats, 
vases made from elephants’ feet, and skins of bear and puma. Another 
room was fitted for projecting his amateur movies and photographs 
on slides. His workbench and tools were in a third room which also 
had a big developing sink in the middle. Eastman was a lifelong 
tinkerer and whittler. When he was quite an old man, he helped 
design a special camera for use in orthodontia, or the straighten- 
ing of teeth. This interest grew out of his own youthful tooth- 
aches, which also led him to build elaborate dental clinics for needy 


children in Rochester, London, Paris, Brussels, Stockholm and Rome. 

His first invention, if it can be called that, was a wire puzzle which 
he made as a boy and sold to one of his playmates. At 22 he invented— 
or thought he invented—a new kind of grate for furnaces. But it 
turned out his idea had already been patented. 


The decisive event 


TT most decisive event in George Eastman’s life occurred April 

1862 when he was rs old. On that date his father died, 
leaving an estate of almost nothing. George was the youngest of three 
children, and the only boy. His mother opened a boardinghouse in 
Rochester and did quite well with it. She was an educated, well-poised 
woman. In all probability she saw nothing degrading about going to 
work to support her family. But her son could never forget the days 
when his mother made other people’s beds and mopped floors for pay. 

His earliest letters give evidence of a normal boyhood. At I1 
he wrote his Uncle Horace that he was attending Mr. Carpenter's 
school “in the old university building near the corner of Bufflo and 
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Elizabeth Streets he has about 70 scholars and it is the best private 
school for boys in the city. . . . Almost every afternoon the boys 
play Base Ball and I think it is nice fun. . 

At 13 his school days were over. On March 9, 1868 he went to 
work as office boy for an insurance agent. His duties included a daily 
cleaning of his employer’s cuspidor, and his pay was $3 a week. 

As soon as he started work Eastman began to keep a meticulous 
record of every cent he earned and spent. The first entries show that 
he began the year 1868 with $5 “on hand”; he had earned this by 
selling some fancy filigreed bookshelf brackets he had made with his 
tools at home. On March 14 he received his first “cash wages” of $3. 
Two days later he made his first purchases: ‘Slippers 1 50” and “Col- 
lars 38.” During the rest of that year he bought straw hats, suspend- 
ers, a $20 suit, neckties and linen office coat 
ice cream on his 14th birthday, and paid his mother $2: 
By December he had earned $126, spent $92 and added $34 to his 
a for a total of $39. 

he next year he changed employers, was raised to $5 a week 
and ended with $81 in the bank. In 1870 he boosted his savings to 
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$206.78, in 1871 to $484.08, in 1872 to $719.57 
and in 1873 to $1,115.15, By then he was 19 
and a capitalist. He had $500 drawing interest 
on a mortgage and $200 invested in building 
lots. Four years later, when he began his experi- 
ments with photography, he was worth about 
$3,000, of which $2,500 was in mortgages. 

Thus in his teens and early ’20s Eastman 
was accumulating capital and having a pretty 
good time. His income rose to $1,400 a year by 
1876, when he was a bookkeeper in the Roch- 
ester Savings Bank. He bought concert, lecture 
and theater tickets, an 85¢ pair of dumbbells 
and a $14 flute, paid for lessons in German and 
books in French, subscribed to Harper's Week~ 
dy and the daily New York Herald. He rented a 
church pew, bought cigars and cigarets, visited a gymnasium and hired 
horses for drives with his mother and sister. He owned fishing tackle, 
a revolver, an $8 gazetteer and often paid money for “Photos. 

From 17 to 23 he had numerous dates with girls. On such occa. 
sions he would spend 20¢ for carfare, up to 60¢ for candy, and 20¢ or 
30¢ for oranges. He attended a Valentine masquerade that cost $1.50, 
bought some “Mille Fleurs” perfume and had his gloves dyed. In 
September 1876, aged 22. he paid $1.45 for “St cars & candy 
Powers Block (Edith).”” The Powers Block was Rochester's only sky 
scraper, rising a dizzy seven stories at the central Four Corners. It 
cost 10¢ per person to ride the steam-driven “vertical railway,” or 
elevator, to the roof and climb another 60 feet to an observation room. 
Apparently this was an irresistible attraction for Eastman’s female 
acquaintances. One week after he was there with Edith he came back 
with a girl named Louise, And some months later he noted in his book 
“Powers ... (Kitty K) 1 60.” 

Once Eastman became involved in photography, however, he seemed 
to lose interest in girls, (At least that is the evidence of his account 
hos which,fellalfors kanw ofthe subject!) Lis new holiby gotoder 
way in a very casual manner. He planned to go to Santo Domingo for 
his summer vacation in 1877, He did not go, as it turned out, but while 
he was talking about it, a fellow employe at the bank suggested he buy 
acamera and make a picture record of his trip. Eastman was interested 
and began taking lessons, at $2 per lesson. 

The chemical intricacies and precise adjustments of wet-plate pho- 
tography (p. 150) made an immediate appeal to his tinkering instinct. 
In November 1877, for $94.36, he became the owner of a stereo- 
scopic camera as big as a soap box, a tripod strong enough to hold up a 
bungalow, a plateholder, glass plates, a nitrate bath, jars, dishes, a 
funnel, brushes, chemicals and a dark-tent. 

By the following summer he was expert enough with this mass of 
material to make an expedition on his own to the Great Lakes. “One 
burning hot day,” he recalled, “I set up my encampment to go about 
photographing the natural bridge at Mackinac and then disappeared 
into my little teepee to make the plates ready. When I came out, a 
party of tourists had draped themselves about the bridge. . . . I paid 
no attention to them, took several exposures and, when I had finished, 
one of the men came forward and inquired the price. I told him that I 
was an amateur making pictures for my own amusement and not for 
sale. He exploded, “Then why did you let us stand in the hot sun for 
a full half-hour while you fooled around with your contraptions? You 
ought to wear a sign saying that you are an amateur!’ ” 

On this trip the cap of his silver bath came loose in his trunk 
and the chemical ruined his underwear. But Eastman was already

working on a process that would eliminate such 
nuisances. From reading the British Journal of 
Photography he had learned of the success of 
English photographers with dry glass plates. 
These were coated with a sensitive silver salt 
suspended in gelatin and could be handled and 
stored before using. Their greatest advantage, 
however, was the lightning-fast speed at which 
they operated. 

Following the directions which he found in 
print, Eastman cooked messes of chemicals on 
his mother’s stove and corresponded with oth- 
er amateurs who were doing the same thing. By 
1879 he was making good dry plates and taking 
some excellent pictures with them. 

He was also making something else which he 
kept entirely secret. The usual method of coating plates had been 
to pour the emulsion from a tea kettle or some such container and 
spread it around with a glass rod. Eastman constructed a roller de- 
vice like the little ones which are now used for moistening postage 
stamps. The roller was suspended in a trough of emulsion and the 
glass was drawn across it in a rigid frame. By coating a large sheet 
of glass and then cutting it up, Eastman could make many plates at 
once. This was the beginning of mass production in photography. 

In June 1879 Eastman took a leave from his job, sailed for London 
(then the photographic capital of the world) and obtained an Eng- 
lish patent on his invention. He hurried home and registered it in 
Washington. In the spring of 1880 he rented a floor in a Rochester 
building and began building a better coating machine. By December 
he was supplying his trademarked dry plates to the largest dealer in 
New York City. He was still working full time at the bank and gave his 
own business what attention he could “between the hours of 3 p.m. 
and breakfast.” His only rest was on Sunday when he slept, except 
for meal times, straight through the day. 


Help from a boarder 


Ht used up all his savings and might have gone under for lack of 
capital if'a boarder of his mother’s had not come to his rescue. 
Henry Alvah Strong was a big, hearty Civil War veteran who ran a 


flourishing buggy-whip factory. He was 16 years older than Eastman’ 


and he admired the young man’s guts. In 1881 he invested $5,000 
in the business, and Eastman was able to resign from the bank. 
Eastman entered photography at the close of the wet-plate’ era, 
passed rapidly to the use and manufacture of dry plates (p. 152), 
and then, a series of inventions and improvements which he 
completed in 10 years, shoved the whole process forward to approxi- 
mately what it is today (except for color photography, which was not 
perfected until after his death). The basic steps in his system were: 
> Mass production of negative material by machinery, from 1879 on. 
> Substitution of a lighter, flexible material for glass as a negative 
base. Eastman, along with many rivals, worked on this problem from 
1880 on. In 1884 he patented what he called “American Film,” 
though it was not a true film as known today. It was a band of paper 
coated with two layers of gelatin, one of which was made sensitive 
to light by silver salts. After it was exposed and developed, the sensi- 
tive layer of gelatin was peeled off and became a negative for printing.

To a mixture of 
nitrocellulose and wood alcohol, which dried and formed a flexible, 
transparent film, he added camphor to provide tensile strength, fusel 
oil and amyl acetate to spread and fix the camphor. This formula was 
patented in Reichenbach’s name but all rights were assigned to the 
Eastman ,company. The bulk of the world’s Elm supply was iatie by 
it until the 1940s; it has now been replaced by acetate film. 

Of all these things the Kodak made the biggest dent on the public. 

For years Eastman could not build new factories fast enough to keep 
ace with the demand. Before he created it, the taking of photographs 
Pa required some expert knowledge and skill, But anyone who could 
read and follow directions could make snapshots with a Kodak. 

Eastman himself bestowed the catchy name which raced around the 
world, He sometimes played anagrams with his mother and he hit on 
KODAK while pushing the letters around. The newspapers outdid 
themselves in giving his product free advertising. “BEWARE THE 
KODAK,” warned the Hartford Courant in the summer of 1888. 
“The ‘Kodak’ has added a new terror to the picni 
can't indulge in any hilariousness without 
incurring the risk of being caught in the act 
and having his photograph passed around 
among his Sunday-school children. And the 

‘oung fellow who wishes to spoon with his 
best girl while sailing down the river must 
keep himself constantly sheltered by his 
umbrella.” 

In upstate New York there was a railroad 
collision and one of the passengers “happened 
to have a ‘Kodak’ with him. He sprang off the 
wreck while the reversed driving wheels were 
still in motion and the smoke puffing from the 
locomotive chimney. Probably nothing of the 
kind was ever accomplished before: but in the 
future thousands of similar events will be 
recorded.” 

Kodak’s famous slogan, “You press the but- 
ton, we do the rest,” appeared in 1889 and 
released another flood of publicity. One wide- 
ly printed yarn was attributed to Thomas A. 
Batson. Edison, it seems, had been out one 
rainy morning to look at a factory in Pennsyl- 
vania. When he came back to his hotel he 
ordered a hot Scotch whisky. “Can’t give it to 
you,” the clerk informed him. “Eh? Can't 
give it to me! Why not?” “Because it’s Sun- 
day. We can’t sell anything to drink on Sun-

day.” “But I’m wet through and cold. I want a drink.” “Well, Pll tell 
you what we can do,” offered the clerk. “We can give you a ‘Kodak.’” 
"And what is a ‘Kodak'?” “You just go to your room and press the 
button. We do the rest.” 

Edison, despite this story, knew the Kodak very well. In 1889 he 
ordered one sent to his laboratory while he was building his kineto- 
graph, or motion-picture machine. He made his first successful 
movies on Eastman film. 

On Oct. 7, 1893 the musical team of Gilbert and Sullivan opened 
their new operetta, Utopia, Limited. in the Savoy Theatre in Lon- 
don. In one scene all the girls in the chorus danced out carrying 
Kodaks, and two modest maidens sang the following verse: 


‘Then all the crowd take down our looks 
In pocket memorandum books. 

To diagnose 

Our modest pose 

The Kodaks do their best: 

If evidence you would possess 
Of what is maiden bashfulness, 
You only need a button press— 
And we do the rest! 


By the early 1890s Eastman was aware that he had cornered the 
amateur photography market, and he was moving fast to enlarge his 
position. He began buying up his leading competitors in the manu- 
facture of cameras, film, photographic paper and plates, He had al- 
ready started his lifelong practice of buying every important new 
en in these fields. (In one important instance, to be mentioned 
later, his judgment slipped a cog.) When the movies began to boom, 
Eastman, after some sharp skirmishing, arranged a deal which gave 
his company a virtual U.S. monopoly in this big market for film. 

In 1901 he wrote his mother from Berlin: 
“You may remember that some time ago I 
told you that if I set about it I could probabli 
get control of the photographie business all 
over the world—well, Thave been talking with 
the representatives of the powerful German 
ring who control most of the business over 
here and they proposed to me that I should do 
it, and that they would come in and help.” The 
deal was not needed, however, for Kodak 
stores and warehouses soon encircled the 
globe. By 1901 even natives of Mandalay and 
the Hawaiian Islands were using Kodaks to 
take pictures of the tourists. And a few years 
later, when the Dalai Lama came down from 
his secret capital to Peking, several members 
of his retinue brought Kodaks with them. 

Eastman stayed close to his company’s ex- 
chequer. Until 1901 he allowed Strong to be 
president while he was treasurer and general 
manager. The first Eastman company was in- 
corporated in 1884, with $200,000 in capital. 
More than half of this was an immediate stock 
profit for Eastman, Strong and Walker. Five 
years later the stock was expanded to $1 mil- 
lion and Eastman profited again. 

The success of the Kodak made more capi- 
tal necessary.

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with no help from brokers, Eastman reorganized and refinanced the 
whole Kodak enterprise including companies in England, France and 
Germany. He did this in London, the financial capital of the world, 
against the furious opposition of the London stockbrokers and even 
the newspapers, which set up a howl against the “Kodak Kid.” He 
came out with a personal profit—aside from his large interest in the 
new company—of $969,000. 

This was close enough to a million to justify a story he liked to tell 
in later years. He hurried home and proudly announced, “Mother, 
we have a whole million dollars now.” 

“That's nice, George,” said Mother, and never mentioned the mat- 
ter again. 

Maria Eastman had no urge to reign as a social queen, though her 
son would have liked her to. He bought her a carriage, a pair of 
spirited horses and hired a coachman to drive her out on calls. She 
often used it to meet George at his office after work. In her very 
late years she confided to her nurse that her son’s money had come 
too late for her to enjoy it. She died in 1907 at the age of 85. 

Before that Eastman was able to in- 
stall her briefly as mistress of the big- 
gest private house that Rochester had 
ever seen. He began building it in 1903 
ona 10-acre plot at No. 350 (now 900) 
ist Avenue. The cream-colored bricks 
for the exterior were made to East- 
man’s order, and he put in his own 
clectric power plant. Inside there were 
37 rooms and 12 baths, nine fireplaces, 
an interconnecting telephone system, 
a well-stocked wine cellar and a palm- 
filled conservatory 

The new home was formally opened 
with a banquet for men only on Oct. 7, 
1905. Maria Eastman had broken her 
hip a few months before so Eastman 
made his first party a stag affair for 100 
top Kodak officials. The menu was a 
printed book with gravure illustrations 
of his house and gardens. The first 
course listed was beluga caviar and 
vodka. The vodka failed to arrive in 
time but there was plenty of bernkas- 
teler Doktor, kirschwasser punch and 
Pommery sec, which flowed so freely 
that the waiters were emptying bottles 
down their throats in the pantry. The 
nine courses also included clear bouil- 


truffle sauce, sweetbreads, tenderloin 
of beef with mushrooms, partridges, 
pumpkin pie, cheese and Nesselrode 
pudding, During the dinner a male 
quartet and organist rendered music 
and the guests were invited to join in 
singing. Afterward there was vaude- 
ville, an “Illumination of the Gar- 
dens,” and: fireworks which came to a 
climax with the rise of an artificial full 
moon. The evening wound up with a 
mass singing of Auld Lang Syne. 

This love feast was one of Eastman’s 
ways of saying thanks to the large and talented organization he was 
building. He needed many good executives, for the researches of his 
chemists and engineers were opening some surprising new fields for 
expansion. In addition his company was running into trouble. 

In 1899 Eastman had put in effect what were known as Kodak’s 
“terms of sale” to dealers. This signed contract prevented any retailer 
who sold Kodak products from stocking the similar goods of a competi- 
tor. Eastman explained this policy by saying he had to protect the 
public from inferior and imitation goods. He could also show that 
Kodak’s onward march had brought with it lower prices and better 
quality for the consumer. The first Kodak camera had sold for $25 in 
1888; 10 years later a much improved model cost $5. In 1900 East- 
man brought out what he then considered the last word in camera 
value: the $1 Brownie, with rolls of film for only 15¢. 

But a small army of photographers, dealers and unhappy competi- 
tors were sure that Eastman was violating the Sherman Antitrust 
Act “to protect trade and commerce against unlawful restraints and 
monopolies.” About the time Eastman was having his housewarmi 
the Hearst papers and.athers were in full cry against the “Kodak

Trust.” Nothing much worse happened until 1913, after Woodrow 
Wilson became President. Then the government began an all-out 
trust-busting suit against Eastman and his company. On Aug. 24, 
1915 Federal Judge John R. Hazel filed an opinion declaring Kodak 
had an illegal monopoly in certain branches of trade. He decreed that 
the company must be broken up, but he did not say just how. 

This decision came on top of another painful blow to Eastman’s 
pride and prestige. Way back in 1887 a retired clergyman named Han- 
nibal Goodwin had applied for a U.S. patent on a “Photographic Pelli- 
cle and Process of Producing Same.” Pellicle was a technical word 
for film, and Goodwin's application was filed nearly two years before 
Eastman’s hired chemist was able to produce good film. However, 
Goodwin never specified the exact nature of his formula, while 
Reichenbach was most detailed. Reichenbach obtained his patent 
almost immediately, but Goodwin’s was held up for 11 years and re- 
jected by five examiners. Finally, in 1898, he was granted a patent as 
the prior inventor of flexible film for cameras. 

This thoroughly confused situation gave the lawyers a field day 
and Eastman an opportunity to make 
a costly mistake. Eastman could not 
believe the Goodwin patent was worth 
anything. When he was invited to pay 
a million dollars for it, he declined 
with contempt. Goodwin died and his 
rights were acquired by the Ansco 
Company. In 1913, after a decade of 
legal maneuvering, their suit against 
the Eastman Kodak Company came to 
trial before the same Judge Hazel who 
was to hear the antitrust suit. He de- 
cided that Kodak had infringed the 
Goodwin patent and a circuit court up- 
held his decision. Eastman thereupon 
ended the matter by paying $5 million 
out of court. 

His antitrust troubles turned out a 
little better. An appeal was still pend- 
ing before the Supreme Court when 
the U.S. entered World War I. In 1918 
the government postponed the case for 
reasons connected with the war. In 
1921 the whole case was dropped after 
Kodak agreed to sell two plants and 
drop certain brands of equipment. 

All through this trying period East- 
man behaved with exemplary patience 
and tact. It was galling to him to have 
the government’s lawyers tell him how 
to run his business. Besides, the tough 
policies he had followed were common 
in other industries at the time, In pri- 


himself as an experimental “rabbit.” 
But he never became a sorehead. After 
the war he turned back to the U.S. 
Treasury $335,389.76 which repre- 
sented Kodak’s war contract profits, 
stating he did not want to make money 
on such work. Later when he was in 


stman Dryden, 


Italy he stopped at an expensive shop 
and ordered some Venetian glass which he wanted very much. The 
proprietor began explaining how he could make out the bill in a way 
which would save Eastman some duty charges. "You mean we can 
cheat the U.S. go nent out of all that money?” said Eastman 
coldly. “Never mind. The order is canceled.” 

In 1881, when Eastman made up his own payroll, his humbler 
employes got $2, $2.50 and $3 a week. These rates increased slowly 
for Eastman did not believe, in the early years, in paying more wages 
than he had to. He was more interested in accumulating big surpluses 
to build more factories and paying big dividends to attract more capi- 
tal. He was sternly opposed to labor unions and would never bargain 
with them. 

But Eastman knew his workers had problems. In 1911, at his in- 
sistence, Kodak's directors set aside $500,000 to start a permanent 
welfare fund. A year later he wrote his second largest stockholder: 
“T have been thinking over the matter of giving some recognition to 
our employes on account of our big earnings and have about come to 
the-conclusion that the best thing we could do would be to declare a 
‘dividend on wages.’ My proposition is to give each employe...

2% dividend on his wages during the five years preceding the first 
of January, 1912. .. . It will take between $400,000 and $500,000 
to do this. I do nat really see anything else to do. Our earnings for 
last year are going to be more than $11,500,000 and if we do not 
begin to devise some way of using the money the shareholders will 
begin to kick at having such big ‘dividends crowded on them... .” 

Eastman was of course joking in his last remark but his wage 
dividend plan was serious and became an important innovation in 
the field of industrial relations. It gave each employe a financial 
stake in the prosperity of the company without the risk of buy- 
ing stock, Today Kodak's annual wage dividend payment is the 
big financial event of the year in Rochester. For 1953 it was al- 
million, about half as much as the company’s net profit 

er the loyalty of his em- 
ployes by offering them 10,000 shares of his own Kodak stock at 
par; the proceeds from this sale he donated to the company welfare 
fund. Kodak shares were then selling for more than $600 on the 
market so the workers who bought them from Eastman for $100 got 
a bargain, to say the least. Ten years later Eastman helped start one 
of the first company-wide retirement, insurance and disability plans 
with an initial fund of $6.5 million, part from Kodak’s treasury 
and part from the welfare fund. 

His New England-bred conscience apparently compelled him to 
give away money. In 1912 he began loading multimillion-dollar 
chee ks on the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, which had 
produced some of his best executives. He directed ‘that his name 
must not be revealed, so the president of M.LT. credited his gifts 
to “Mr. Smith.” The students made up a song, to the tune of 
Marching Through Georgia: 


Hurrah! Hurrah! for Tech and Boston beans, 
Hurrah! Hurrah! for “Smith,” whoe'er that means. . . . 


Eastman’s secret was revealed in 1920. He kept on giving to M.L.T. 
until he reached $19.5 mill 

For the University of Rochester he built a handsome theater and 
School of Music, partly designed as a memorial to his mother, at 
the cost of $17.5 million. He $4 million toward a medical 
school for the univer: 9 million into his international 
dental clinies and endowed a chair of American studies at Oxford 
University. In 1924 he announced he was giving away almost all 
the Kodak stock he had left, to be divided among four educational 
institutions. The full amount of these gifts was not revealed at the 
time; the newspapers were told they were at least $15 million. 
Actually they were close to $30 million. 

As Eastman put down the pen with which he signed away this for- 
tune, he told a group around him, "Gentlemen, now I feel better.” 


A housekeeping budget of $100,000 


Phe philantrophic orgies made no change whatever in 
4 the style of his personal life. Even after 1924 his income was 
well over a million dollars a year, which was quite adequate in 
The 28 members of his household staff were supervised 
by a professional housekeeper who disbursed an annual budget of 
$100,000. At Eastman’s request she compiled monthly reports of 
the milk yielded by his five Jersey cows, of the butter churned from 
his cream, of the eggs laid by his 100 chickens, and even of the 
peaches which grew in his hothouses. 

‘Two or three times a year he hired a private Pullman car, loaded 
it with guests, servants and barrels of lobsters and avocados, and 
went off to have fun at his 2,000-acre shooting preserve, Oak 
Lodge, in North Carolina. There he cooked many of the meals, for 
he considered himself a master chef and menu planner. 

He was also an excellent shot. In 1926, aged 72, he bagged lions, 
buffalo and rhinoceros on an African safari. When it came time to 
go home Eastman was glum. “Back to the world of fraud and 
front,” he sighed. 

The remark showed that he was growing old. Sitting one day in 
his living room with a young woman guest, he announced he was 
glad he had no children. “If I deprived them of this they would 
hate me,” he said, motioning around the room. “And if I shared 
it with them they would be no good.” 

His favorite relative, and almost his only close one, was his 
niece Ellen Dryden, who lived in Evanston, Ill. with her husband 
George and two attractive children. Eastman enjoyed their com- 
pany and often spent Christmas with them. He took snapshots of 
the children and had them enlarged; when his grandniece was mar- 
ried he made a 16-mm. movie of the occasion. His last letter to 
Ellen appropriately enough was about some photographs. 

The final act in Eastman’s life was a dramatic one, as carefully

planned and executed as any of his business coups. In his old age 
he often argued that a useless human being had no right to live. 
On one of his Afri trips he heard of a tribe which put its de- 
fective children and incurable old folks out for the leopards to eat. 
“They have the right idea,” he told a friend. 

About the time his mother died, Eastman began carrying around 
in his pocket two small books which bear the marks of much han- 
dling and reading. One was written by a famous Roman emperor, 
the other by a former Roman slave. In Eastman’s copy of the 
Meditations of Marcus Aurelius there is still a marker which opens 
the book to this statement: “The art of life is more like the w vesiler’s 
art than the dancer's, in respect of this, that it should stand ready 
and firm to meet onsets which are sudden and unexpected.” 

Elsewhere there is one of Eastman’s green pencil marks along- 
side this passage: “Short then is the time which every man lives, 
and small the nook of the earth where he lives; and short too the 
longest posthumous fame. . . 

The second book was Eastman’s favorite: it is the Sayings and 
Maxims of Epictetus. On its flyleaf is copied a quotation which he 
must have read many times: 


sonduct me, Zeus, and thou, O Destiny, 
Wher our decrees have fixed my lot, 
I follow cheerfully; and did I not, 

Wicked and wretched, I must follow still. 


The writings of the great Roman Stoics contained the essence 
of Eastman’s mature attitude toward life. They belittled wealth 
and fame, and offered no hope of a personal immortality. They 
were fatalists but insisted on the highest standards of ethical con- 
duct. They counseled courage, an even temper and a sense of 
duty toward one’s fellow men. 


‘Just wh is my heart?’ 


i in 1930, aged 76, Eastman be to suffer from a hard- 
ening of the cells in the lower spinal cord. The first signs 
were unsteadiness on his feet and a slower, dragging walk. This was 
quite pronounced on his last visits to his office, where he had to 
lean against the wall he made his way to the elevator. Once the 
president of the Canadian Kodak Company came across Eastman 
shuffling along this way and his eyes filled with tears. 

In 1931 the disease began to affect the nerves leading to vital 
organs, Specialists came from the Mayo Clinic and the Strong 
Memorial Hospital. Eastman asked his own physician, Dr. Audley 
f the disease would clear up or get worse. He was told 
‘ive and change for the better w unlikely. One 
day he said abruptly, “Audley, you're always fooling around with 
that stethoscope. Just where is my heart?” The doctor pointed, 
and Eastman said, “Outline it for me.” Dr. Stewart did so by 
thumping pre onally with his fingers. 

By the beginning of March 1932 Eastman had made up his mind, 
but first he wanted to revise his will. He still had about $8 million 
in cash and more than $14 million in high-grade bonds and stocks. 
He decided to leave almost all of this to the University of Rochester, 
eliminating Cornell and M.I.T. from an earlier version. His house

also was to go to the university, as an official residence for its 
president. (It has since become a free museum of photography, 
with a movie theater attached.) Oak Lodge would go to Ellen Bry. 
den, with $200,000 outright, and $100,000 trust funds for each 
of her children. This was the largest personal bequest. 

The will was very long and revising it took several days. But 
Eastman was patient and even seemed more cheerful. While he 
waited he hid a revolver in a desk drawer in his bedroom. He had 
an extra one concealed behind some books nearby. 

On Saturday, March 12 he went over his revised will with Mil- 
n, a Kodak lawyer who is now secretary of the 
company. He said he would sign it on Monday and he named the 
witnesses he wanted. They were Dr. Albert K. Chapman, Marion 
B. Folsom and Frank M. Crouch, all Kodak officials. (Dr. Chapman 
is now president of the company.) 

George Dryden was in town that Saturday. He and some other 

nined Eastman in a festive luncheon with champagne. 
‘Then they went on a long and significant auto ride. With a chauf- 
feur at the wheel they drove out around the new Genesee River 
campus of the university, which Eastman had done much to cre- 
ate, and past the big hospital that is named for his old partner 
Strong. Then they turned north and circled the works at Kodak 
. a great enclave of 116 buildings and 550 acres which is the 
major symbol of Eastman’s industrial achievement.
